law no unregistered 
stallion 
or jack shall be licensed or be used 
for public 
service in 
Pennsylvania. 
Any stallion or j.ick, the patronage of 
which in the opinion of those charged 
with the enforcement of ths Act on 
account of unsoundness, inferior types 
or conformation may prove a detri­ 
ment to the horse breeding interests 
of the State, shall be refused

cen-e; and when license is refused the 
said stallion or jack shall not

for public service in this State. 


The annual license fee has been in­ 
creased from $2.00 to $10.00.
